Carter Goes 
After Farm Vote 


DES MOINES, 
Iowa 
(AP) 
— 
Carrying his campaign to the Midwest, 
Jimmy Carter said today the Ford 
adm inistration has neglected the 
family farmer and American con­ 
sumer and has failed to establish a 
stable agricultural policy. 
“ We need to take agricultural 
leadership in Washington out of the 
hands of the corporate interests and 
the grain speculators,” Carter said in 
a speech prepared for delivery at the 
Iowa State Fair. 
“We 
need 
a 
president 
and 
a 
secretary of agriculture who 
un­ 
derstand the problems of the family 
farm er and the consumer — and if I 
am elected, we’re going to have both. 
The peanut farmer from Plains, Ga., 
who is confident he has a strong 
chance of winning in President Ford’s 
native Midwest, made Des Moines his 
last stop on a four-day campaign trip. 
Aides said he would try to capitalize on 
what he believes is significant 
discontent in the farm belt over 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz and 
the administration's farm program. 
He has attacked Butz as a supporter 
of big agricultural businesses, lacking 
understanding and support for small 
farmers. 
“We need to close the revolving door 
between the agriculture department 
and the large special 
interests,” 
Carter said. 
‘‘If I am elected, we will make sure 
that our support prices are at least 
equal to the cost of production. That 
will not guarantee profit — no real 
farm er wants that — but it will give the 
determined farmer a chance to stay in 
business.” 
The 
D em ocratic 
presidential 
nominee also attacked export em- 
bargos placed on agricultural products 
by the Nixon and Ford adminstrations 
in the last three years, calling them “a 
record of unparalleled incompetence. 
‘‘It’s not my idea of a fair shake 
when the governm ent prom otes 
foreign sales and then cuts them off for 
political convenience. 
‘‘It’s not my idea of a fair shake 
when inside speculators, with special 
connections 
in 
the 
agriculture 
department, make windfall profits on 


grain deals while the producer himself 
sells at a loss.” 
Carter had said Tuesday night when 
he met with representatives of two 
dozen national farm organizations that 
if elected president he would never au­ 
thorize an embargo on foreign ship­ 
ment of U.S. farm products. 
“Under my administration, if I’m 
elected, there will never be another 
em bargo that singles out farm 
products,” 
the 
form er 
Georgia 
governor said during the meeting with 
representatives of such groups as the 
National 
F arm ers 
O rganization, 
Farm ers Union, National Grange, 
American Farm Bureau and National 
Com Growers Association. 
Embargoes on shipments of U.S. 
grain, p articularly last O ctober’s 
embargo on shipments to Russia, have 
been a sore point with many farmers 
who claim they lost money because of 
them. The administration has said that 
no farm sales were lost because all 
available ports and ships were tied up 
at the time of the embargoes. 
Carter also said that, if elected, he 
would do what he could to clean up 
what he called ‘th e dirty situation” in 
the country’s grain inspection system. 
An ongoing federal investigation of 
the grain export business in New 
Orleans has resulted in the conviction 
of more than 50 grain companies and 
individuals. 
After his arrival Tuesday evening, 
Carter spoke to a crowd of about 5,000 
persons who attended a rally on a farm 
near Des Moines. 
Saying he felt he had come home 
again, Carter reminded his audience 
that his victory in Iowa’s Jan. 19 
precinct caucuses had started the 
momentum that led to his nomination. 
The warm welcome at the rally 
contrasted sharply with the vociferous 
boos which greeted Carter earlier in 
the day at the American Legion na­ 
tional convention in Seattle when he 
advocated a blanket pardon for 
Vietnam war draft evaders. 
Loud cries of “No” drowned out 
Carter as he tried to go on with his 
speech. Dozens of delegates shook 
their fists angrily, but no legionnaire 
was seen leaving his seat.

Christensen said health officials an­ 
ticipated a recurrence of the disease, 
which killed 28 persons in Ohio last 
year. “We’ve spent all winter training 
people from all over the state on how to 
deal with this,” Christensen said. He 
said a program concentrating on 
control of mosquitoes, which carry the 
disease, will continue without change. 


I^ast year, there were 318 confirmed 
cases of the St. Ix)uis strain and 102 
“presumptive” diagnoses in 
Ohio. 
I^ess severe strains are fairly common 
in the state. 
The St. Louis strain, named for the 
city where a severe outbreak occurred 
in the 1930s, was almost unknown in 
the northern United States until last 
year’s epidemic, when it hit “for the 
first tim e on any kind of scale” in

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — Police shot and killed two 
m ore persons in riotous Soweto 
township today as blacks attacked 
blacks in bloody clashes apparently 
generated by the black boycott of 
white employes in Johannesburg, the 
South African P ress Association 
reported. 
The news agency said two more 
persons died when police fired on mobs 
attacking homes and dragging women 
away in a continuing violent backlash 
from the strike. 
The police also opened fire on 
several groups of youths trying to set 
up roadblocks at some of the township 
exits in an apparent attem pt to stop 
blacks going to work in Johannesburg, 
eight miles to the north, the press 
association said. 
At least 18 persons have been 
reported killed and hundreds have 
been injured since black militants 
began on Monday a three-day strike to 
protest the white government’s racial 
policies. 
The militants threatened 
violence against those who defied the 
strike call, and most of the casualties 
apparently resulted from clashes 
between groups of blacks. 
The

casualties 
were 
reported in attacks by Zulus, members 
of South Africa’s biggest and most 
m artial tribe. The Rand Daily Mail 
said a witness told it the police looked 
on as the Zulus went on a ram page and 
did nothing to interfere with them.

Tass, the Soviet news agency, said 
Volynov, the 41-year-old flight com­ 
mander, and Zhlobov, his 39-year-old 
flight engineer, landed Tuesday night 
at a predetermined site about 125 miles 
southwest of Kokchetav, Kazakhstan, 
in western Asia. 
They spent nearly seven weeks 
aboard the Salyut 5 space station, and 
their descent module parachuted to 
earth two days after the return of a 
successful unmanned Soviet moon 
probe. 
Salyut 5 remained in orbit “ in the 
autopilot regime. All the station’s 
systems are performing normally,” 
Tass reported. 
Volynov and Zhlobov fell far short of 
the space endurance record of 84 days 
set by an American Skylab crew. It 
was also short of the Soviet endurance 
mark 
of 
63 
days, 
set 
by 
two 
cosmonauts last year in the Salyut 4 
space station. 
The cosm onauts conducted ex­ 
periments with liquid metals in the 
vacuum of their space chamber and 
observed the growth of plants and 
insects in space for the purpose of 
genetic studies. They surveyed a large 
portion of Soviet territo ry and 
analyzed 
geological 
form ations, 
looking for oil, gas and ore deposits. 
They also made weather observations. 
The two space travelers appeared on 
Soviet television almost every night 
during their flight, explaining their ex­ 
periments, showing various features of 
the Salyut and answering questions 
from the earth. 
The unmanned moon probe returned 
to earth Sunday with a sample of lunar 
soil and rock it scooped up. 
Volynov and Zhlobov left the earth in 
the Soyuz 21 space capsule on July 6 
and linked up the next day with the 
Salyut station, which had been placed 
into orbit two weeks earlier. They 
returned to earth in the Soyuz descent 
module. 
Salyut 5 was the first manned space 
flight since the joint American-Soviet 
Apollo and Soyuz project last year. The 
United States is not expected to 
resume its manned space program 
until it starts space shuttle flights 
sometime after 1978. 


said. The disease killed 95 persons in 
the Midwest last year. 
He said the three cases revealed 
Tuesday occurred in or near areas 
hardest hit by last year’s encephalitis 
epidemic, areas already targeted for 
intensive mosquito control efforts. 
Final laboratory te sts Tuesday 
confirmed one case each in Putnam 
and Franklin counties. The third case, 
not yet confirmed, is in Pickaway 
County. 
Franklin and Pickaway were two of 
the five hardest hit counties in last 
year’s outbreak, he said, while Put­ 


nam shares borders with the other 
three counties- Paulding, Van Wert 
and Allen. 
Blood samples from the victims are 
subject to two separate tests, both of 
which must be positive, before the 
disease is confirmed as St. Louis en­ 
cephalitis, Christensen said. 
The tentative case in Pickaway 
County showed to be the St. i/ouis 
strain in the first test. The second test 
has not been completed, so the case is 
in a category the department labels 
“presumptive” or “lab-supported.” 
Christensen said he had no detailed 


information on the victims, only their 
blood samples. The samples were sped 
to department labs for testing, while 
written reports will follow, he said. 


Encephalitis is an inflammation of 
the brain tissues, transm itted to 
hum ans 
by 
certain 
kinds 
of 
mosquitoes. Its communicable stage 
ends when the winter frosts kill the 
mosquitoes. 
However, the virus lives through the 
winter in birds. The summer hatch of 
mosquitoes begins transm itting the 
disease again. 
Volunteers Become Familiar

executive of the Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric Co. said today 
that new federal air pollution stan­ 
dards would force C&SOE to cut its 
sulfur dioxide emission levels by 50 per 
cent, adding $6 to $7 to customers’ 
monthly bills. 
J .P. 
Apel, 
vice 
president-en- 
vironment, said C&SOE along with 
Ohio’s other major electric companies 
have asked the 6th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati to review the 
Environmental Protection Agency’s 
order. 
Until legal and adm inistrative 
m atters are settled, the executive said, 
C&SOE would make no move to 
comply with the new rules, which take 
effect in 30 days. 
The 
EPA standards themselves 
cannot be challenged, but C&SOE 
hopes to overturn the standards by 
showing that federal officials failed to 
follow proper procedures. 
The federal guidelines announced 
Friday refer to the amount of sulfur 
dioxide emitted from smokestacks 
rather than the quality of the sur­ 
rounding air. 
The federal plan calls for a 31 per 
cent reduction in sulfur dioxide in the 
air over a threeyear period at an initial 
cost to electric utilities and coal-burn­ 
ing factories of $500 million. 
As applied to the Columbus electric 
company, Apel said, those standards 
require 50 per cent lower emission 
stan d ard s 
at 
power 
plants 
in 
Coshocton, Pickaway and Athens 
counties. 
To meet the standards, Apel said, 
the company would be forced to 
change from high to low sulfur coal or 
install scrubbers to treat sulfur dioxide 
before 
it 
is 
funneled 
through 
smokestacks. Either alternative is 
expensive, he said. 
Apel contended the Columbus utility 
already is in compliance with the 
federal air quality standards. 
He said the company will ask the 
court to review a consent order it 
signed with the Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency in 1975, which Apel 
said was an agreement that the 
company was meeting state stan­ 
dards.

PANMUNJOM, Korea (AP) — 
North Korea proposed today that its 
troops and those of the United Nations 
Command be separated physically in 
the Panm unjom truce village to 
prevent clashes like the one in which 
two American army officers were 
killed last week. 
Maj. Gen. Han Ju-kyong, the chief 
North Korean delegate to the Korean 
M ilitary 
A rm istice 
Commission, 
proposed that the guards for each side 
be separated by the military dem arca­ 
tion line running through the center of 
the demilitarized zone between North 
and South Korea. 
The demarcation line bisects the 
joint security area at Panmunjom, an 
area about 850 yards in diameter, and 
also runs through the center of the 
main conference room in which the 
armistice commission meets. 


Han proposed that the North 
Koreans stay north of the line and the 
Americans and South Koreans stay 
south of it. 


The North Korean general also 
repeated a message he delivered last 
Saturday from President Kim Il-sung 
terming the fight last Wednesday “re­ 
gretful” and saying that “ both sides 
should make efforts ... that such in­ 
cidents may not recur in the future.” 


U.S. Rear Adm. Mark P. Frudden, 
the United Nations Command’s senior 
delegate to the commission, called the 
proposal and the accompanying ex­ 
pression of regret “a positive step.” 
But 
he 
said 
it 
was 
still 
“un­ 
satisfactory,” and he pressed North 
Korea to be more specific. 
The commission met at U.S. request 
for the third time since North Korean 


guards killed the two Americans last 
Wednesday as they headed a working 
party of South Koreans and Americans 
pruning a 40-foot tree in the joint 
security area. 


Frudden told the North Koreans the 
U.N. Command requested the meeting 
“for one purpose, that our side calls for 
punishment of those responsible for 
the murder of the UNC officers. 
“ Moreover, we insist on assurances 
that the safety of UNC personnel in the 
joint security area will be preserved.” 
It was the first time in the 
history of the Korean armistice that 
the North Koreans publicly expressed 
regret over an incident involving 
personnel of the two sides. Kim’s mes­ 
sage of regret was delivered in private 
last Saturday at an 
unannounced 
meeting of the commission. 


The United States said then that the 
message was unacceptable because it 
did not accept responsibility for the 
killing of the A m ericans. L ater, 
Washington modifed its stand to term 
it a “ positive step,” the same words 
Frudden used today. 


The meeting took place a few hun­ 
dred yards from the spot where the ax- 
wielding North Korean guards killed 
the two Americans. 


North Korea charged last week that 
the clash was deliberately provoked by 
the United States, and today a North 
Korean 
broadcast 
said 
it 
was 
“meticulously prearranged” by the 
United States. 
The two slain officers, Maj. Arthur 
Bonifasof Newburgh, N.Y., and 1st LL 
Mark Barrett of Columbia, S.C., were 
buried Tuesday. 


No one voiced opposition or even 
apprehension to the program, which is 
actually

Mondo Ie Sets 
Cross-Country 
Campaign Tour 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Democratic 
vice presidential nominee W alter 
Mondale is headed across the country 
attacking what he calls the “Nixon- 
Ford” economy and promising full 
employment by 1980. 


He said in an interview that he will 
be blaming high inflation and high 
joblessness on “inconsistent, botched 
m anagem ent” started by form er 
President Richard M. 
Nixon and 
continued by President Ford. 
But he made the campaign promise 
th at 
election 
of 
D em ocratic 
presidential nominee Jimmy Carter 
would bring full employment — a job 
for every adult who can work — by 
1980. 
The first stop on Mondale’s nine-day, 
nine-state campaign swing today was 
to be Chicago for a private meeting 
with Mayor Richard Daley. 
He planned stops in Pennsylvania, 
New York, Wisconsin, back to Illinois, 
Ohio, Oregon, California, Nevada and 
Colorado. 
In his first major speech in New 
York Thursday, Mondale said he will 
argue that FordNixon policies not only 
foster inflation and unemployment but 
have 
wiped 
out 
Republican 
businessmen. 
“The Republicans always do better 
when the Democrats are in,” he said 
he will say. “ If you want to live like a 
Republican, vote Democratic.” 
Ford already has given an answer to 
such charges. 
He said in his acceptance speech at 
the Republican convention last week 
that he inherited runaway inflation 
and is bringing it under control in spite 
of 
a 
big-spending 
D em ocratic 
Congress. 
Mondale contended in the interview 
that the Republicans botched the 
economy, and that Carter will fix it, 
with money supply and federal 
spending policies. 
He blamed inconsistent tight money 
policy under the Republicans for 
driving up interest rates, wiping out 
some businesses and slowing down 
others, and putting millions of people 
out of work.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has voted an additional $l-billion 
subsidy for postal operations while 
temporarily banning further postal 
rate increases or service cutbacks. 
The legislation, passed 79 to 9 
Tuesday, also would establish a 
commission to study postal problems 
and report by Feb. 15, 1977. 
The measure now goes to conference 
with the House, which last October 
passed a bill to bring the semi­ 
independent 
Postal Service 
under 
congressional budget control. 


The Ford administration is opposed 
to the House bill, while the Senate 
measure is a stopgap compromise 
worked out in cooperation with the 
White House. 
Chairman Gale W. McGee, DWyo., 
of the Senate Post Office Committee 
called 
it 
“ a 
tightlybargained 
agreement” that overcame earlier 
administration objections to any in­ 
crease in postal subsidies, now 
amounting to about $1.5 billion a year. 


He said if the Senate bill is not 
enacted that there will be early in­ 
creases in postage rates and reduc­ 
tions in postal service. 
However, Sen. Ernest F. Rollings, D- 
S.C., who offered a substitute measure 
that was rejected 58 to 26, predicted 
that the House would not accept the 
Senate bill. 
Hollings’ substitute, like the House 
bill, would have given Congress 
control over the purse strings of the 
debt-ridden Postal Service.

GM, 
the target in 1970, was hit by a 67-day 
walkout, and Chrysler was shut down 
by a nine-day strike when it was the 
target in 1973. 
Ford’s top bargainer, vice president 
Sidney F. McKenna, said he too was 
confident of avoiding a strike, although 
both sides “have a number of rough 
issues to dispose of” during the next 
three weeks. 
“We believe responsible collective 
bargaining can result in sound and 
mutually acceptable solutions to these 
issues without disruption of our 
operations,” he said. “ We will do our 
part to achieve that objective.” 
McKenna added that he wasn’t 
surprised by Ford’s selection, saying 
the finn always bargains on the 
assumption it will be the target and is 
thus prepared for serious homestretch 
negotiations. 
The UAW has a record $175 million in 
its strike fund, enough to sustain a 
four-month walkout against 
Ford.

Youngsters 
Form O w n 
Theft Ring 


NEW YORK (AP) — A quiet neigh­ 
borhood in the Bronx is being plagued 
by an outbreak of “Term ites,” the 
police designation for a group of 
youngsters aged 9 to 12 who are 
breaking into neighborhood stores by 
tunneling through walls. 
Police of the 52nd precinct which 
includes the Bronx Zoo and New York 
Botanical G arden a re a s say the 
culprits are pre-teenagers, ranging in 
age from IO to 12, who have broken into 
at least five rows of storefronts this 
summer. 


The 
“ T e rm ite s,” 
as they call 
themselves, usually gained access via 
a skylight or roof transom and then 
began hacking away at the store’s 
walls, often with tools they found on 
the premises. 
In a burglary last Aug. 14, the 
“Term ites” broke into a row of four 
small stores on East 204th Street 
before they were stymied by the brick 
wall of a Woolworth^ department 
store. 


Scrawled on the wall of one of the 
stores was the taunting note, “The 
Termite burglars were here, Ha, Ha.” 
“ These kids know 
what 
they’re 
doing,” said Police LL George porette. 
He spoke of one incident where a police 
anticrime team was observing a row of 
stores through binoculars one night, 
but found themselves being observed 
by what he said was a “Term ite”— 
also with binoculars—on a nearby 
rooftop. 
“ Even if we catch them, and they’re 
underage, they’ll be treated as youth­ 
ful offen ders,” D etective Joseph 
Distler said, “We don’t even have their 
fingerprints on file if they’re under 
16.”

Can you imagine how upset my wife

Wasserman test recently cam e back 
positive for syphilis? 
I’m 45 
and 
responsible enough to know that I 
never had this disease. The next test 
proved negative. I’m confused. 
Mr. M. M., Va. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
False positive Wasserman reactions 
are not uncommon. Even in the ab­ 
sence of syphilis, occasionally the 
report can be mildly positive. 
Recent viral infections, pneumonia, 
m alaria, pregnancy (obviously not in 
your c a s e !), mononucleosis and recent 
vaccinations may sometimes produce 
a tem porary, false positive W asser­ 
man. 
Since these and other conditions may 
produce such a result, these tests are 
repeated when there has been no 
history of exposure to syphilis. 
There are now many more sensitive 


and highly sophisticated blood studies 
that can determine 
positively 
the 
absence or presence of syphilis. 


Can a cancer of the breast be caused 
by an injury? I hurt myself playing 
tennis and I worry about it. 
Mrs. K. T., Fla. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
I doubt that a single injury can be 
responsible for the production of a 
cancer. Perhaps repeated pressure or 
injuries may be a cause. 
An injury may cause the rupture of a 
blood vessel and a collection of blood 
(hem atom a). This may feel like a 
lump and give the appearance of a 
tumor. 
One of the reasons why some women 
attribute a breast cancer to an injury 
is that the injury may have made them 
inspect their breast more thoroughly. 
It is in this way that an undiscovered 
lump may have been brought to light.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A steady 
increase in the production of steel kept 
hiring in that industry on the rise for 
the ninth consecutive month in July as 
unemployment dipped to 7 per cent of 
the work force.

Large ads in The Herald during the 
last week of August, 1926, proclaimed 
that a new business was opening and 
planned to be here for quite a while. 
That new business was the J. C. 
Penney department store, which was 
then located at 125 N. Court St., and 
this week it celebrates its 50th an­ 
niversary in Circleville. The official 
birthday is August 26. 
The new store was the 727th to 
become a part of the national depart­ 
ment store firm and its establishment 
was part of a period of rapid expansion 
for the late James Cash Penney’s 24- 
year-old company. 
Beginning in Kemmerer, Wyoming 
in 1902, the company first established 
itself in the west, then began moving 
eastward, with a boom of hundreds of 
new stores opening in the 1920’s. 
There were already about 39 J. C. 
Penney stores in Ohio when the Cir­ 
cleville store opened. Today there are 
81 of the company’s stores in the state 
with more in planning. Eight other J. 
C. Penney stores were opened in the 
state that year, in Greenville, Mt.

Cash Flow Solution Sought 


COLUMBUS,

Democrats may try next month to 
override what then will be a 14^- 
month-old veto of a bill that would 
have Ohio corporations help the state 
meet its highly publicized cash flow 
problem. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-89 New Boston, said there is “ a 
definite possibility” 
Dem ocratic 
leaders will revive the proposal which 
would have corporate taxes collected 
quarterly to even out state revenues 
and expenditures. Thtfse taxes now are 
collected mostly in the first of each 
calendar year. 
Republican Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes 
initiated the concept in the 1975-1977 
budget bill he sent the lawmakers 
early last year, but later backed away. 
He withdrew his request, he said, after 
becoming convinced it would cause 
“ cash flow problems of their own” for 
the industrial and corporate sector 
which provides Ohioans with jobs. 
Democrats approved the budget bill 
with the proposal intact anyway, but 
Rhodes applied his veto to it along with 
about six dozen other line items in the 
two-year spending bill. The veto was 
allowed to stand, and Democrats said 
it caused the current cash 
flow 
problem. 


Although the Senate is veto proof 
against Rhodes with Dem ocrats 
prevailing 21-12, they lack one vote 
having the three-fifths’ m ajority 
required in the 99-member House, 
controlled by them 59-40. 
Riffe apparently feels Democrats 
now may be able to pick up a GOP 
House vote, with some fall and winter 
months coming up in which state outgo 
will exceed income. The "peak" and 
“ valley” months would even out, and 
the state could pay its bills and wind up 
the biennium next June 30 without 
major problems, if the corporate tax 
plan is enacted, backers pointed out. 
One Republican, Rep. Frederick N. 
Young, R-38 Dayton, supported the 
concept at first, as did former Budget 
Director Howard L. Collier, when the 
budget bill was introduced. However, 
both withdrew their support when the 
governor changed his mind. 
Subsequently, with administration 
support, Young introduced another bill 
that would solve the cash flow problem 
by allowing school districts to borrow 
against future state subsidies, for 
repayment during a period that ex­ 
tends six months into the next calendar 
year. Districts now are limited to 
borrowing and repaying within the 
same calendar year.

Riffe said he doesn’t like that 
solution, and neither does Senate 
Majority I>eader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 
Akron. They said the only fair way to 
do it would be to have the state pay 
interest on the school district loans, to 
keep from penalizing them.

Atom Safety 
Issue Faces 
Roadblocks 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A lawsuit 
and a possible shortage of valid 
petition signatures has threatened an 
effort to place the question of nuclear 
safety and three other issues on the 
November ballot. 
Ohioans for Utility Reform (OUR) 
reacted angrily Monday to the lawsuit 
filed by two officials of a utility-backed 
organization dedicated to the defeat of 
the issues. 
“ The utilities legal maneuver is an 
obvious act of desperation to keep 
utility and initiative reform off the 
ballot,” said Robert Loitz, an Akron 
businessman who is our chairman. 
“ We know that Secretary of State

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Utah’s 
top Democrats again are urging Rep. 
Allan T. Howe to drop his re-election 
bid after a second conviction for of­ 
fering money to two police decoy 
prostitutes for sexual favors. 
Howe, 48 and the father of five, was 
convicted by an eightmember District 
Court jury Tuesday. The jury had 
deliberated less than half an hour after 
two days of testimony in Howe’s ap­ 
peal trial. 
Sentencing was set for today. 
Maximum sentence is six months in 
jail and a $299 fine. 
Howe sat rigidly at the defense table 
when the verdict was read. His wife, 
Marlene, wept. Howe got up. hugged 
members of his family individually 
and then strode from the courtroom. 
Other than saying he would reasess 
his political plans, Howe did not 
comment to reporters. 
Howe’s attorney, Dean R. Mitchell, 
was asked he if would appeal the 
verdict. “ I don’t know, I really don’t 
know.... My client hasn’t made up his 
mind,” he said. 
Four hours after Howe’s conviction, 
Tim Allen, Howe’s 24-year-old cam­ 
paign manager, was arrested on a 
charge of selling marijuana to a 
University of Utah undercover agent. 
Howe said in a statement, “ I know 
nothing of the alleged incident that has 
led to his arrest.” 
A city court jury last month found 
Howe guilty of offering $20 for sex acts 
from decoys Kathleen Hamblin and 
Margaret Taylor. 
He was sentenced in the first trial to 
30 days in jail and $150 fine, with the 
jail term suspended upon payment of 
the fine. The sentence, however, was 
stayed pending outcome of the appeal. 
“ It’s a sad day for Allan. He’s a close 
personal 
friend, 
but 
speaking 
politically, I think he ought to get off 
the ticket,” said Daryl McCarty, an 
executive committee member of the 
Democratic State Central Committee. 
“ I think he can only hurt the party 
more than he already has.”

It 
would be up to the central committee 
to name a successor to Howe on the 
party ticket if he withdraws.

Farm Profits 
Show G ain 
This Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With big 
harvests in prospect and more 
livestock to sell, 1976 farm profits are 
gaining while consumer food prices 
are rising at only one-half last year’s 
pace, according to the Agriculture 
Department. 
Moreover, the department’s Outlook 
and Situation Board said Monday that 
retail food prices are expected to 
continue their modest gains through 
the first half of 1977, averaging 3 to 4 
per cent above the first six months of 
this year. What happens after that 
depends greatly on how 1977 crops 
develop. 
v The board said that most of the in­ 
crease in the first half of 1977 will be 
due to “wider marketing spreads and 
higher prices for fish, coffee and away- 
from-home eating.” 
Marketing spreads are what mid­ 
dlemen charge for transporting, 
processing and selling food after it 
leaves the farm. 
Retail food prices also are expected 
to be 3 to 4 per cent higher this year 
than in 1975, unchanged from an 
earlier forecast, the board said. 
Food prices gained 8.5 per cent in 
1975 and soared 14.5 per cent in each of 
the two previous years. The increase 
was 4.3 per cent in 1972. 
The report did not spell out details of 
1976 net farm income, but a spokesman 
indicated that it might total around $25 
billion against $22.7 billion in 1975. 
That would make 1976 the third best 
year on record for net farm income. 
It soared from $17.3 billion in 1972 to 
a record $29.9 billion in 1973 and then 
dropped to $27.8 billion in 1974.

The game, which was intended 
for a limited run to spur sales, was 
discontinued Tuesday. 
During the instant game promotion, 
Ohio led all the 13 lottery states in 
sales, Patronite said. 
In its two years of operation, the 
lottery has contributed about $100 
million to Ohio’s general fund, 
Patronite added. Total prize money 
dispensed during that period was 
$112.5 million, with nine $1 million 
winners.

John 
M Murphy, D-N.Y., said three Army 
officers who left Korea recently “were 
astounded to learn that the U S.

‘Toledo W ar' 
Bloodless, 
But Im portant 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Much has already been written 
about the abortive, socalled “Toledo 
War" during the 1832-1836 term of 
Ohio’s Gov. Robert Lucas. It arose 
from the fact that little was known 
about western geography when Ohio 
was admitted to the Union. 
The error in setting the boundary 
made no difference until a third of a 
century later when Michigan was 
preparing to become a state. 


Then it was learned that the error 
might mean trouble, for Michigan 
claimed a strip eight miles wide which 
included the important harbor at the 
mouth of the Maumee. The land was 
fertile, and the building of the Miami 
and Erie Canal, as well as one con­ 
necting with the Wabash in Indiana, 
made Toledo a big port. 


Governor Mason of Michigan called 
out his militia, and with General 
Brown and 1,000 men marched to 
Toledo. Lucas, whose firmness was 
famous, led 600 volunteers to Per­ 
rysburg. The Michigan troops were 
kidnaping Ohioans, and a special 
session of the Ohio legislature was 
called to pass a law preventing such 
acts. But the only bloodshed in the 
strange “ war” was the result of a 
stabbing and not a shooting, for no 
shots were fired.
